Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner infomried Applicant that adding a "membrane-like" 
limitation to describe the foamed coating in the claims would likely render the claim indefinite under section 1 12, 2nd 
paragraph. Applicant argued that the weight limitation of claim 7 was important to the present invention and 
distinguishes the present invention from the prior art because it is lightweight. No agreement was reached, but 
Applicant informed the Examiner that an additional after-final amendment would be filed that would incorporate claim 7 
into the independent claims, and arguments would set forth the importance of the weight limitation. 
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
